Former Prime Minister Painleve has 


published some interesting articles in 
the REVUK DE PARIS giving a de- 
tailed description of the Allies' last do- 
feat, between Rhcims and Soisson on 
the I f i l h oC April, 1917 under General 
Nivplle's command. 
Painleve was at 


that time Prime Minister,

when he took over his office. 


"The 
plans for the attack, which 


was to be the great Anglo-French of- 
fensive of 1917, had been worked out 
by General Nivelle, who hart succeed- 
ed Joffre at Christmas 191 fi as Com- 
mander in Chief," says Painleve. 


"At that time they were beginning 


tc change the 'Somme-School' which 
had been practised by Foch and Haig 
and which consisted in not allowing 
the infantry to go beyond the lines 
where the enemy's defense had been 
ruined by the artillery. Nievle repre- 
sented the new echool, the 'Verdun- 
School1 which demand a quicker and 
more energetic pushing forward 
of 


the, infantry. He had tried the method 
a few months before at AVaux and 
Douaumont, and had "oeen successful. 
He was considered as the man of the 
future, Foch nnd Patain were regard- 
ed as out-of-date. So he took over the 
whole charge of the Anglo-French of- 
fensive of 
1917. 


"In order that the troops should be 


just as optimistic as himself, he sent 
fully worked'out details of the plan 
of attack, the time, the place, etc. to 
all the 
officers. 
This happened in 


January. A fortnight after, the Ger- 
mans had precise information on the 
subject. 
Luclendorff tells in his mem- 


oirs that a German patrol found the 
whole plan of attack in the pocket of 
a French captain who had fallen. In

months to arrange his counter attack.

The weather, 


which had been bad in the last days, 
turned quite in the enemy's favor. In 
an hour the battle was decided and

It was the 
most terrible massacre which has ev- 
er taken place..

Italy three days after the coronation 
of Pope Pius XI. 
He was in Rome 


for the dedication of the 
cathedral 


for American Catholics in Rome at 
which Cardinal O'Connell of Boston 
assisted. The new church is in the 
charge of the Paulist fathers. 


SPEAKS 27 LANGUAGES 


That the pope speaks 27 languages 


fluently was one of the things which 
astounded 
Father 
Van 
Nistleroy. 


When he had an audience with the 
pontiff there were eight others with 
him. At that time the Holy Father 
hpoke Italian, French, Holland, En- 
glish 
and 
German. 
Father Van 


Nistleroy believes that this ability to 
speak in the native language of so

seem. 
Most, of Europe as I saw it 


feels that France is largely at fault in 
keeping th.? countries from settling 
their difficulties. 


"There has been too much high fol- 


luting politics and high grade decep- 
tion in European governments. 
The 


people are all resigned to their lot for 
the most part, but they have that feel- 
ing of 'what's the use while these con- 
ditions in politics last?" 


In discussing the people of Europe 


today, Father Van Nistteroy said that 
they are missing nothing. They seem 
to be constantly asking "what next?" 
Everything is very expensive and yet 
the people have baautiful gowns, the 
theatres are crowded and so are the 
cabarets. There is a great deal of pa- 
per money in circulation but its value 
is uncertain. 
He thinks that people 


are really living in more luxury and 
going more and spending more money 
for clothes than before the war. 


NEW MONEY STANDARD 


One of the big things which this un- 


certain money situation will naturally 
bring about is a more nearly interna- 
tional mon-sy system. Already ^he far 
sighted men in the European countries 
whose money is unstable are keeping 
their books in American dollars and 
the English pound sterling and other 
moneys which have not lost their val- 
ue.

Leaders of Orient Have Eye on 


New Trade Fields—Many 


Natives Emigrate 


Special to The Post-Crescent 


Washington. — Japan is 
turning 


her eyes and her business activities 
toward South America. 


Chinese authorities here and some 


governmental groups are inclined 
to 


believe that Japanese penetration, al- 
ready started to the south, will grow 
largely in the next few years. 


What Japan is doing about build- 


ing up her hold in South America is 
evidenced by four salient points. 


1. The new Japanese premier, in a 


speech in November at Tokio, declared 
that emigration from Japan to South 
America would be encouraged, and in- 
dicated that the first shipment of Jap- 
anese under this regime would num- 
ber 3000. 


2. A Japanese company 
has been 


formed—under foreign office charter 
—to further such emigration, and the 
Japanese line to South America has 
been government-subsidized. 


3. Low colonist rates are being of- 


fered to Japanese desiring to go to 
the new land. 


4. Japan) has an estimated colony 


of 50.000 in Brazil and Peru, some 
members of which are engaged 
in 


in common labor. 


The Japanese probably 
will 
not 


miph their colonization to the point 
where a "Japanese problem" will pre- 
sent itself in South America. But, 
the indications are that a strong busi- 
ness foothold is sought there, and 
that the better class of business men 
are being encouraged to settle in the 
s-outh, so as to build up connections 
with the southland. 


At present, according to Informa- 


tion here, the Japanese are welcome 
in most South American, regions, but 
there is said to be a growing concern 
lest there be a "situation" or a. "prob- 
lem" such as confronts, for instance, 
California. 


The difficulty which the Japanese 


business man has had in America anu 
the Latin countries has been that he 
has wanted to dispose of articles vir- 
tually in the luxury class—silks, ki- 
monos, chinaware-whereas his staples 
have been unable to compete with the 
staples of other nations. This is true 
because of higher labor costs in Japan 
since the war. plus a high freightage, 
while the market for 
luxuries 
has 


been glutted. 


The Japanese, however, plan to en- 


ter into competition on regular lines, 
it is said. This competition 
may be 


an offset to trade which she is likely 
to lose as a result of concessions dur- 
ing the Washington conference 
and 


new rules affecting the situation be- 
tween China and Japan.
